Mrs. Greenwood would make 
an ideal portrait of a typical 
American mother. Her hair is 
white and softly arranged. Be- 
hind her glasses are blue eyes 
that look expectantly for the ^ 
best in everyone.

"Yes,” she said in reminiscence. 
“It began back in 1920 on the 
hospitality committee of the 
Clinton Woman's Club. I made 
I a Cinderella-like jump from the 
kitchen to the throne when I be- 
came president. Then I was suc- 
cessively a member of the Feder- 
ation’s public health committee, 
drlector of the 11th District and 
on the moving picture division. 
Due to resignations it took onl^ 
flve years Instead of the usual 
eight to move from fourth vice- 
president to the top oflRce. 

“Are you ever afraid of speak- 
ing?” 

“When younger, I liked ama- 
teur dramatics but to this day 
I am still afraid when I stand 
on my feet to speak! Yet I man- 
age to start and then I enjoy 
talking despite my nervousness. 
I always have a message to give 
club members but I rarely pre- 
pare a speech. Too often a pre- 
pared speech would not work In 
with what I heard at a club’s 
business meeting. During these 
two club seasons I have atten- 
ded a meeting almost every day. 
Often, two or even three meet- 
ings. Traveling by bus and train 
is longer, but far more relaxing 
for me than driving a car. My 
correspondence is enormous but 
I like the personal contact it 
gives. Many a day I write 12 
to 32 letters.” 

“The Swampscott conventions 
require a great deal of prepara- 
tion, I understand.” 

“Gracious, yes!” she said smil- 
ingly. “This year we are cutting 
down on the number of speak- 
ers to allow more time for so- 
ciability. Boris Goldovsky will 
play the first night. And on the 
second night we are repeating a 
marvelous program of last year 
by the Lynn English High School 
Girls’ Glee Club. Alice Farns- 
worth, soprano, and Donald San- 
ford, baritone, will also appear 
on the program. 

“I believe you chose for your 
administration’s motto 'The re- 
sponsibility of the American 
Home.’ ” 

“Yes, because I felt that eveiy 
department went right back to 
the all-important American Home. 
Our young people are often 
blamed for things that are our 
fault. The responsibility for our 
home is up to us mothers. I’ve 
always felt, too, that all of us 
get what we’re looking for. If 
we look for the best in people, 
we find it; if we search for faults, 
we find them,* too. But I’d rather 
look for the good things!” 

"I suppose, Mrs. Greenwood, 
that amusing incidents have 


curred in your club work, also.” 

"To be sure! My most amus- 
ing story came about one night 
when my husband and I were 
accused of kidnapping a woman 
to whom we offord a ride. I was 
a district director at the time 
and scheduled to appear at a 
club some distance away from 
Clinton. As we drove into the 
town we saw a woman walking 
along in evening clothes. My 
impulse was to offer her a lift. So 
I said: T take It you’re going to 
the club meeting. Won’t you ride 
with us?’ 

‘“Don’t you dare ask me to 
go,’ she cried. ‘You’re trying to 
kidnap me.’ She turned around 
and moved off, then turned back. 
Tm late,’ she said as she opened 
the car door, ‘so I’ll Just take 
that chance.’ ” 

“What do you plan for the fu- 
ture, Mrs. Greenwood?” 

“After my summer’s rest, I 
will start work as general chair- 
man for the General Federation’s 
convention here in 1950. I’ll need 
two years to plan It. There’ll 
be at least 24 chairmen and their 
committees working on the de- 
tails for entertaining 3500 club 
women here.” 

“One last question, Mrs. Green- 
wood. What advice would you 
care to pass along to women 
holding their first job in club 
work?” 

Quietly she said: “Work with- 
out any hatred or small feeling of 
pettiness. Be big enough to over- 
look all slights. And work for 
your organization, not for your- 
self. That’s the way I’ve tried 
to live all my life.”

Amendment To Chapter 37 
Totals $3755 In Fees For 
First Four Months Of Year 


As a result of amendments to 
Chapter 37 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1939 by the board of 
aldermen on December 22, and 
approved December 24, Building 
Commissioner Arthur Campbell 
announced that for the first 
four months of this year, rev- 
enue of $3,755 had been ob- 
tairied. 

The amendments enacted by 
the aldermen assesses a fee for 
residential and private garages, 
non-residential, new alterations 
of buildings and signs, mar- 
quees, billboards, etc. 


On garages a fee of $1 for 
each 1,000 cubic feet or part 
thereof, is charged with a mini- 
mum fee of $2. For construc- 
tion, non-residential, new and al- 
terations, a fee of $2 for each 
$1,000 of estimated value up to 
$50,000 is charged and $1 for 
each $1,000 of estimated value 
above $50,000, the minimum fee 
to be $2 and the maximum fee, 
$1,000.

$2 for value up to $100. $5 for 
value $101 to $1,000, $10 for

Uncle Sam A Good Banker? 


The flow of dollars from the United States to Russia has 
been tremendous in the last eight years, but the other day $4.5 
millions in gold moved from this country to the Soviet without 
the slightest fanfare. 

Perhaps it was because the $4.5 millions was Russian money 
whereas the $11 billions which had previously gone from our 
shores to Stalin’s were dollars of the .Xmerican taxpayers. 

Yet, somebody in our Administration might have been con- 
siderate enough of the taxpayers to have mentioned to Russia at 
the time of withdrawal of tho.‘<e gold dollars that it just isn't 
cricket to withdraw your account from the bank you owe. 

It wasn’t enough that Russia should withdraw all its gold 
from this country, excepting a token pittance of $70 millions, but 
one of Mr. Stalin’s satellites, Yugoslavia, also pulled out $011 
thousands. Tito’s Yugoslavia had already taken out $10-4 ,.500 
in gold in March without anyone even mentioning it. 

Far be it fn)m us to be childish about this thing, but it would 
seem that a country which has received $11 billions of our dollars 
on a note held by American taxpayers, should not be permitted 
quietly to withdraw the last droppings from the only surety 
we have. 

Of course $4.5 millions in gold will not pay thi.s bill. But it 
ie far from consistent for a nation owing us .$11 billions — and 
negotiating to settle that debt at less than eight and one-half 
cents on the dollar — to withdraw its gold holdings here so that 
tho.se gold dollars might be spent elsewhere to obtain goods with 
which to bolster her armament.s for purpo.ses of jm.ssible war 
against us. 

Then, there is Mr. Tito who has taken $107,61.5 in Yugo- 
slavia's gold from our coiintiy. He owes us just $32,192,007.91 
for the same things that Russia owes us. Not to mention his 
interest in the Greek «iisturbance which has already cost us $300 
million.s with no end yet in sight. 

Ah, yc.s, it sure w.as a new deal, wasn’t it? ,

Well, this is merely the old, 
old story of reaching a decision 
as to who knows best what to 
do. Shall the leaders of the two 
parties do the heavy thinking 
for the rest of us or shall party 
decisions be made by the average 
voter, even when he or she seems 
to be somewhat apathetic?

Though Mrs. John B. Stetson 
thinks herself simply as “a plain 
worker,’* many a Newton civic 
group will use ecstatic words in 
their praise of her manifold ac- 
tivities. Unanimously, they des- 
cribe her as the Ideal type of 
suburban matron who looks af- 
ter her family and house so com- 
petently that she has time for 
hard work at many a good cause. 

Tall, slender vivacious Helen 
Stetson transmits her enthusi- 
asm to others. She’s a rare 
type of beauty with black hair 
and deep blue eyes. Her .skin is 
flawless and fair. She likes to 
wear any shade of blue in her 
trim, tailored clothes. And even 
when sitting, she gives the im- 
pression of energy held in leash. 

When she grew up as Helen 
Joslln, she lived in West Rox- 
bury and went to the famous 
Girls’ Latin school. Then she 
went to Wellesley college where 
she majored in the romance lan- 
guages-French, Italian and Span- 
ish.

Dr. Alexander was active In 
the Nuremburg trials of War 
Criminals and was engaged in 
uncovering evidence in connec- 
tion w'ith the trials. One of hi» 
duties was to ascertain and study 
what took place in German prison 
and concentration camps. He was 
interested in the causes which led 
humans to commit such depraved 
acts on other human beings, and 
his conclusions were that the 
acts were caused by release of • 
aggressiveness intensified by 
pressure of political leaders. 

The belief in Germany, he 
stated, among certain elements 
is that these atrocities exist also 
in Great Britain and the United 
States but are kept hushed upi, 

“The ruling class.” said Dr. 
Alexander, "sought a method of 
extermination w’hich would ap- 
pear the result of natural causes, 
and the intravenous injection of 
live tuberculosis baccilli which 
would cause death in four or 
five weeks, was the result of this 
search and later widely used. 

“The greatest perpetrators of 
these criminal acts,” Dr. Alex- 
ander continued, "were persons 
suspected of disloyalty and placed 
under pressure.” He also stated 
that "the only cure for this stats 
of mind is through religious con- 
version.” 

Dr. Alexander, who is a noted 
psychiatrist, was secured for the

The vision requised for a successful crusade need not be visionary. Rather, It requires 
accurate awareness and true perspectives. 

would be lost. The progress of 
knowledge, all organized govern- 
ment, all standards of ethics and 
morality, all of the comforts of 
homes would be ended. Civiliza- 
tion itself would wither, epidemic 
and plague would scourge man- 
kind, and the stricken fragments 
that survived would revert to 
the jungle. 

It would be absurd to think 
that human progress has result- 
ed solely from thrift, but with- 
out thrift there could have been 
no progress. 

Just as human progress has 
reached a climax, so too has the 
strategic Importance of thrift. 

After our two world wars and 
the intervening world depression 
we find all humanity stricken 
with physical destruction or bur- 
dened with debt. Never has the 
need for thrift been more urgent 
and universal. Like a pinnacle 
in the desert the United States, 
alone among the great powers, 
escaped the physical ravages of 
war. But that escape was in some 
respects more apparent than real 
for our public debt exceeds $7000 
for each family in the country. 

That debt must be serviced and 
eventually repaid out of scarce- 
ly more than two-thirds of our 
income, for the current demands 
of government — local, state and 
national — absorb approximate- 
ly the first third of every dollar 
earned. A public debt which 
might be paid off in a decade 
if we could have our present

In 1946 after World War II was actually, but not officialy 
over, the Raytheon Company presented the tower to the city. 
It still continued to have use of the structure. The Newton 
Police Department radio broadcasting station had been given 
use of the tower also, and still has it. Previously the police radio 
weaves w’ere broadcast from an aerial atop police headquarters, 
and this facility was adequate. 

Around the beginning of this century residences were built 
on the East and South slopes of Waban Hill, and many were 
erected during the past forty years and more. They were attrac- 
tive houses and w’hen New’ton was zoned in 1922 the section was 
properly placed in a residence zone. The owners of these homes 
had faith in the City of Newton. Their faith at the present is 
being shattered. 

A few weeks ago thtre was a public hearing before the 
Finance Committee of the Board of Aldermen at City Hall. It 
was on a petition from the Raytheon Company for a permit to 
erect a steel tower 200 feet high over the top of the covered 
reservoir on the summit of Waban Hill. This reservoir is the 
one erected in 1889 as an integral part of New’ton’s w’atcr supply. 
Comparatively few of Newton’s residents and taxpayers pay any 
attention to matters coming before the Board of Aldermen. But, 
those who do, and this includes persons who have served in the 
city government in past years, and who are conversant with its 
affairs and conduct, w'ondered why that hearing was held before 
the I^inancc Committee. They believed it should have been held 
before the Claims and Rules Committee. 

Here was matter involving the establishment of a business 
in a single residence zone. And Newton is at the present engaged 
in litigation to protect its zoning ordinance. The reason given 
for having that hearing held before the Finance Committee was — 
that under a tentative agreement between the Mayor and the Ray- 
theon Company, a figure of $8000 per year will be paid by the 
company to the city on a 20 years lease. The Chairman of the 
Finance Committee told an objector that the city did not have 
to hold the hearing; it was a matter of courtesy. 

Why was not this hearing held before the Claims and Rules 
Committee? The question was raised and this legal opinion given. 
Any property owned by the City of Newton (including schools) 
is not zoned, and can be leased for other than residential purposes. 
So, if a precedent is established by leasing land at Waban Hill, 
in a residence zone for business purposes, home owners in any 
part of the city, in private or single residence zones, have little 
guarantee of future security from invasion by busine.ss enterprises 
near their residences. Such an important matter as thi's, a matter 
vitally concerned with the lives of most Newton residents, should 
not be kept sub-rosa among the Aldermen. Every citizen and 
taxpayer of New’ton has the right to know it. 

Assuming that legally the city owned properties are not 
zoned, and can be leased for 20 years, or for 99 years, what 
protection does Newton’s zoning ordinance give, if the present 
city government establishes a precedent by leasing city owmed 
property for business purpo.ses? Moreover this city owned prop- 
erty is the water reservoir. 

Water is a vital public utility. We are faced with the 
imminence of iiorrible warfare. War which will be an aerial war. 
A war, the probability of which has been emphasized by Secretary 
of State Marshall, Generals Eisenhower and Bradley, and sucli 
scientists as President Compton of M.l.T. A war whiih will be 
conducted by the use of atomic, bacteriological, and magnetic 
bombs, radar and electronic controlled. .\nd it is proposed to 
erect on top of Newton’s reservoir a 200 foot steel tower which 
may serve as an objective for sucli bombs. This is not pliantasy 
or calamity crying. We have talked with an ordnance officer of 
the United .States .\riny and he frankly admitted he would not 
w'ant to reside near such a military objective. This hazard does 
not only effect residents of Waban Hill. It also concerns all 
resident.^ of Newton who drink water. 

A lengthy document Iroin the Raytheon Company in con- 
junction with its application for the permit to erect the proposed 
200 foot steel tower over the 312 foot high Newton resen’oir, gives 
the interesting information that this tower will be lea.sed to a 
subsidiary of Raytheon. The tentative figure of $8000 per year 
ha.s been set as Raytheon’s payment to the city. The amount 
Raytheon will receive from its subsidiary is not mentioned. 
Neither is any estimate given as to the amount the subsidiary 
may profit from such a privilege,

What an awe inspiring 
thought to think that thrift, the 
very calling to which we have 
dedicated our lives, may prove 
to be the decisive factor In man’s 
most crucial struggle for exist- 
ence. Nor is that thought as fan- 
tastic as it might superficially 
seem. 

Every home and factory and 
public works, every school and 
church and hospital, came into 
existence because of someone’s 
thrift. Abolish thrift and every 
one of them would disintegrate 
and disappear. The benign and 
steadying and Inspiring influence 
of religion would evaporate. The 
healing of hospitals and medicine 


prewar tax burden will take sev- 
eral generations at the present 
rate of retirement. 

The entire- world is in one of 
its recurrent cycles of high prices 
when it takes more and more 
dollars to buy any specific article 
or conversely, when each dollar 
is worth less and less in terms 
of Its purchasing power. This 
is comon knowledge and is noth- 
ing new or mysterious. 

One of the most far reach- 
ing and disastrous influences 
which has ever swept our coun- 
try has been the organized mo- 
bilization of public opinion to- 
ward the belittling of thrift and 
the substitution of a philosophy 
of squandering and featherbed- 
ding and dependence on others 
Instead of Industry, self-reliance 
and thrift. Ours will be a long 
and painful road to retrace.

Youth Service Board 

My readers will recall that I 
wrote a paragraph a few weeks 
ago regarding the report of the 
Special Commission established 
to make a further Investigation 
and study relative to the preven- 
tion of Child Delinquency. One 
of the most vital recommenda- 
tions was the creation of a Youth 
Service Board, to which the 
courts would commit delinquent 
children. At present, such chil- 
dred are committed to a particu- 
lar Institution. This new Board 
is to have complete control over 
children through all the steps 
from commitment to final re- 
placement in society. The Board 
will make a thorough diagnosis, 
arrange for treatment and 
training indicated by the diagno- 
sis and finally, re-establishment 
in the community. 

By the time this column ap- 
pears in print, it is quite likely 
that the Governor will havL*' 
signed this portion of Senate 
Bill No. 470. There is, however, 
more to this bill than the Youth 
Service Board. The special com- 
mission has recommended the 
abolition of County Training 
Schools, for reasons which will 
strike many citizens as adequate. 
However, ther is always strong 
opposition in the State Legis- 
lature and elsewhere whenever 
anything comes up which ap- 
pears to weaken or even to do 
away with any part of our sys- 
tem of County government. 
Consequently, do not be surprised 
if any reform of County Train 
ing Schools is shoved ahead into 
the future. More about this

Dewey must do 
very well indeed in order to be a 
real contender at Philadelphia.

Ask any person who’s worked 
with Tom Shirley on civic cam- 
paigns and you’ll get the im- 
pression that any city would 
profit by having more men of 
his unselfish type. 

A man 6f stupendous energy 
and of great initiative, Mr. 
Shirley akes his home at 67 
Annawan road, Waban. His 
nar*- been onneeted with 
so many good ce”''''s that he 
finds it hard to recall the dates 
of his ■-'v in each. So 

a bit of telephoning to the 
agencies revealed th* record. 

The Y.M.C.A. reports that he 
has been a director for many 
years. He is now on its com- 
mittee for Camp Frank A. Day 

For seven years he’s been a 
director of the Waban Neighbor 
hood club. And for two years of 
this period he was its president. 

He’s treasurer of his son’s Boy 
Scout Troop 9. 

For three years he served as 
a deacon of the Union church in 
Waban. One year he ran their 
Every-Member-Canvass. 

While president of the Waban 
Improvement Association he was 
instrumental in ha'"lng the open 
air waiting room built for bus 
passengers at Cleveland Circle. 
This required an unbelievable 
amount of effort b: se it was 
on Boston prop-"- ’ primar- 
ily for the convenience of New- 
ton residents. 

Mr. H. J. Pettengill of the 
Newton Community Chest re- 
ports a fulsome record of Mr. 
Shirley’s steady help from 1938, 
wl :n he '''^gan as a residential 
worker, through years of increas- 
ing responsibility until he be- 
came president and then director 
of the Chest.

Japanese Y outh Eager to 
Learn Democratic Ways 


Former kamikaze pilots in ^ 
Japan, prevented by the abrupt 
end of the war from dylnif fan- 1 
atlcally for their country, are 
now learning to live usefully by 
participating in democratic pro- 
grams of youth associations, 
Frederick Sayford Bacon, presi- 
dent of the Newton Y.M.C.A.. 
revealed. 

“American Y.M.C.A. represen- 
tatives In Japan report that sum- 
mer camps and other youth as- 
semblies are crowded with young 
people, many of them former ■ 
kamikaze pilots and Japanese 
soldiers, who take part eagerly 
in forums, discussion groups, and 
other democratic procedures," 
Mr. Bacon said. 

Organized youth associations 
were formed last year in 90 per 
cent of the 10,000 villages in Jap- 
an, Mr. Bacon said. In several 
cities of secondary size, new 
Y.M.C.A.’s have been organized, 
since the war at the instigation 
of business men who had moved 
to those cities from Tokyo or 
other big cities w’herc they had 
experienced the benefits of the 
Y.M.C.A. in their youth. 

“Russell L. Durgin, who was 
In Japan for 30 years before the 
war as field secretary for the 
International Committee of Y. 
M. C. A.’s, and who served in that 
country last year as director of , 
youth activities under General 
MacArthur, returned to this 
country recently with the convic- 
tion that the Y.M.C.A. is facing 
the opportunity of a lifetime in 
Japan," Mr. Bacon said. "He re- 
ported that there is no longer 
any opposition to participation in 
Christian programs; that the 
young people are eager to learn 
new ways of life. He said that de- 
spite the complete ioss of four 
of the 11 prawar Y.M.C.A. build- 
ings in Japan, the Y.M.C.A. is 
stronger in Japan than ever 
fore; that not one “Y” secretary 
had left his post although many 
could have earned much more 
money working for the occupa- 
tion forces; and that student Y. 
M. C. A. s have sprung up anew 
since the w’ai in more than 100 
colleges and universities." 

"The World Service Commit- 
tee of the North American Y. M. 
C. A.'s is helping the Japanese 


Y. M. C. A. to meet some of Its 
most urgent needs, Mr. Bacon 
said, but its aid is in addition to 
very real sacrifices being made 
by the people of Japan. He cited 
the case of the Osaka Y.M.C.A., 
which had a three-storied build- 
ing used for educational pur- 
poses that survived the war in- 
tact only to be totally destroyed 
last winter by fire. The Japan- 
ese immediately organized a 
fund-raising campaign and now 
have a two-story building in op- 
eration on the site with an en- 
rollment of i.627. The Yokohama 
“Y," he added, has started a 
school in the burned-out ruins of 
a church, and 600 young people 
have been attending classes there 
daily despite the absence of win- 
dows and floors and. without 
heat, there being no fuel avail- 
able for heating purposes in 
Japan.

I Visitors, escorted by members i 
' of the hospital stafl', had the op-| 
portunity — while the hospital I 
was In full operation— to observe ' 
services wliich although scldof j 
seen by patimts are a vital part 
of the hospital. These included 
such divisions as laboratory, X-j 
ray, blood bank, occupational 
therapy, library, dietary, laundry i 
and maintenance. 

Exhibits in Thayer Hall Indlcat- i 
cd the scope of the hospital’s 
functions last year, when a total ' 
of 8,182 patients were admitted. ' 

The visitor learned, for instance, 
that last year the laundry depart - 1 
ment did the equivalent of 982 
years of family wash, and that ^ 
about 13 pounds of laundry is' 
required each day for each pa-i 
tlent in the 226 bed hospital. Anj 
exhibit by the maintenance de-| 
partment pointed out that in j 
1947 the hospital used 3,360.1 tons 
of coal, enough to heat the av- 
services which although seldom 
convalescence — was seen in the 
not only provided exercise for j 
erage home for 591.7 years; and ;

The School of Nursing display 
was one prepared for first-year 
students for a new educational 
program in community studies.;

An indication of the vast quan- 
tities of supplies required for 
treating victims of the Interlake 
Chemical Company explosion in 
Waltham last March was given in 
a disaster display. 

From March 7, when 26 victims 
were rushed to Newton-Welles- 
ley Hospital, to May 7 treatment 
required, for example: 

Over 76 cans of cotton balls; 
134 yards of 1-inch adhesive; 
140 yards of combination rolls; 
over 62 cans of dressing; over 
1,493 square dressings; 120 units 
Red Cross blood plasma; 1,460 
vaseline strips; 2,800 yards of 3- 
inch bandages; over 251 yards 
of 2-inch bandages and over 181 
yards of 1-lnch bandages. Ef 
ficient teamwork saved the lives 
of all but one of the victims. Only 
two of the badly burned patients 
are still at the hospital. 

An example of the work of the 
occupational therapy department 
—which provides mind and mus- 
cle healthy exercise to hasten 
convalescence— was seen in the 
link leather belts made by some 
of the explosion victims while 
convalescing. Making the belts; 
not only provided exercise for 
badly burned fingers, but also' 
acted as a morale booster— inci- 
dentally providing patients with 
the piece of apparel most of them 
had lost in the explosion. 

Many other exhibits, such as 
those from the laboratory. X-ray, 
volunteers, pharmacy and die- 
tary departments, also attracted 
the attention of Open House 
guests. .

Newton oltlBenn may be out of pocket by more than 200 thous- 
and dollar! to be used for state aid to education If the bill now 
before the State legislature (House 2182) costing $14.5 million Is 
enaoted Into law, asserted Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., Executive Secre- 
tary of the Newton Taxpayers’ Association, pointing out that the 
bill proposes to use for state e<lucational aid all the $7 million of 
new revenue the state expects to get In increased Income taxes 
(duo to lower federal Income tax deductions allowable on the 1948 
return) plus $2.5 million from other revenues added to the current 
$5 million presently being distributed. 

Newton receives annually at 
least $91,400 under the present 
law, continued Muther, and the 
new bill would Increase the dis- 
tribution to Newton by about 
25 thousand, up to $115,928 ac- 
cording to estimates of the Mas- 
sachusetts Teachers Federation. 

But the basis of the distribu- 
tion would be changed and if 
the bill does not go through 
Newton could expect to receive 
approximately $334,212 if the 
now income tax revenues and 
the school fund are distributed 
under existing law. That would 
make a difference of $218,284, 
Muther said.

For Splendid Efforts

Loo E. Concannon, co-chairmen 
of Volunteer Special Services, 
were accepted by the Newton 
Chapter, American Red Cross.

It was through their ef- 
forts that Newton was so suc- 
cessful in supplying the Motor 
Corps drivers. Nurses’. Aides, 

; Staff Assistants and Grey La- 
dies that were urgently needed. 

! Mrs. Concannon first associat- 
ed herself with the Newton Chap- 
ter of the Red Cross in 1941. She 
taught first aid for a year, then 
she capably handed staff assist- 
ants at the Newton Hospital un- 
til 1943 when she assumer chair- 
manship of the Staff Assistants 
for the Newton chapter. In 1946 
she became vice-chairman of 
Volunteer Special services. She 
remained in this capacity until 
1947 when she became co-chair- 
man of Volunteer Special Serv- 
ices with Ml’S. Eden. She remain- 
ed in this capacity until her res- 
ignation several weeks ago. 

Mrs. P. Edward Eden became 
affiliated with the Newton Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross as 
a volunteer worker in 1942. She 
has the distinction of being one 
of the graduates of the first class 
of staff assistants recruited in 
Newton.

Dr. Shih To Piotdh At 
Central Chnrch Snnday

The Rev. Peter Y. F. Shlh, D.D., 
Pastor of the Chinese Christian 
Church and Superintendent of 
the Chinese Mission of New Eng- 
land, will be the preacher next 
Sunday, May 23, at Central Con- 
gregational Church In Newton- 
ville. The Rev Randolph S. Mer- 
rill, Minister of the church, will 
conduct the service. Dr. Shih, a 
graduate with first honors of the 
Nanking Theological Seminary, 
has preached and lectured in 
England, Palestine, Switzerland, 
many other parts of Europe, and 
in many places In Canada and the 
United States, 

Following his graduation from 
Seminary, he was for three years 
pastor ol the largest church in 
Hangchow, and for six years 
taught in Nanking Seminary and 
was editor of its official publica- 
tion. The four years from 1935 to 
1939 he spent studying and 
preaching in this country. Then 
for six years (1939-1945) he was 
dean and professor in West 
China Union Theological Semin- 
ary In Chengtu. When the Second 
World War was over, Dr. Shih 
was called to do religious work 
for the Young Men’s Christian 
Association among students In 
government universities. He was 
Executive Secretary of the 
Chungking YMCA (1945-1947) 
which has a membership of over 
ten thousand and, with a staff of 
over one hundred, carried on 123 
types of activities. 

What has deeply impressed 
many of his hearers is that this 
Chinese Christian, a product of 
the impact of the Christion mis- 
sionary movement on the cultural 
life of China, bears witness by his 
life and teaching to a deeper 
faith and a higher devotion than 
has yet ben experienced by many 
Christians in this country. His 
subject for the sermon at Central 
Church wllfbe “Seeing and Do- 
ing the Best,” with John 12:20-30 
as the text.

Diagnosis 13 difficult because 
the symptoms such as “growing 
pains," fatigability, nosebleeds, 
pallor, attacks of abdominal pain 
or frequent colds are often vague. 
In most cases attacks of the 
major manifestations tend 
to occur at frequent Intervals 
with increasing severity and is 
most marked during childhood 
and declines after puberty. 

Prevention— avoidance of up- 
perrespiratory infections and ad- 
ministration of small daily doses 
of cne of the sulfa drugs, under 
physicians' close observation. Ev- 
ery rheumatic child should have 
a bed and if possible a room to 
himself. The 5 years following 
the first attack or the years un- 
til puberty ai*e the most critical 
when they are most apt to have 
recurrences. 

The best treatment is bed rest, 
aspirin for joint pains and to 
control fever. It is most impor- 
tant to explain to the' child that 
his illness is temporarj- and the 
rest is essential for recovery. El- 
ementary education and occupa- 
tional therapy must be provid- 
ed. The diet should be attractive, 
nutritious and well balanced. 
Frequent check-ups are a must.

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Boston Soars As Air Mail Terminal 

This week, being 'observed throughout the United States as 
Air Mail Week, has brought attention locally to the tremendous 
use and advantages of Logan Airport as a great mail terminal, 
but it was not until the past week that the official seal 6f national 
approval had been placed on its .strategic location by the Post 
Office Department at Washington when it authorised the direct 
dispatch of air mails to foreign countries from Boston whenever 
the volume warrants direct service. 

Mail volume as well as passenger volume has necessitated 
an expansion of services here by all airlines. Additional daily 
flights to foreign countries, additional flights to all parts of the 
United States and the inauguration of bigger planes signalled 
the Anniversary Week for the Hub. 

Postal officials in Boston have quickly taken advantage of 
these increased air mail facilities by ordering dispatches speeded 
up so that air mail letters accumulated and distributed each half- 
hour are dispatched to a plane leaving ’the Logan Airport. 

Acting Postmaster Francis A. Crowley stated that he could 
not impress upon business firms too strongly the advantages to 
be gained by the use of the new air mail flights; “The extra two 
cents in postage may mean the saving of from two to four days 
in delivery of letters to certain parts of the country. It’s the big- 
gest public value in this natio n today,” h e declared.

State Senator Richard H, Lee, 
of Newton, will complete a very 
busy first term in the Senate 
when the legislature winds up 
Its work in the near future. Dur- 
ing this period he has had an un- 
usually heavy committee as.slgri- 
ment, being a* member of the 
Committees on Cities, I-«gal Af- 
fairs, Banks snd Banking, Pub- 
lic Health and "ervloe. 

Senator Lee Is chairman of the 
Committee on Public Service 
which handles all bills affecting 
wages and hours of public em- 
ployees. This committee receives 
little publicity but is one of the 
busiest at the State House with 
about 150 bills each year,' upon 
the proper handling of which the 
labor relations of our public em- 
ployees depends. This commit- 
tee has straightened out many 
inequalities In working oondi- 
tlon.s, it secured the establish- 
ment last year of longevity 
rai.ses snd at the present session 
Senator I^ee worked with Gov- 
ernor Bradford to r~cure the re- 
de ■ 'program which has 

just been enacted. 

In .spite of having to say "no” 
to many demands for higher 
; wages and other benefits, the 
I committee has retained the good 
; will of the unions and other em- 
ployee group.s. For example, the 
! June, 1947, News Letter of the 
State Employees Association 
commented on a tenure bill for 
: state police as follows: "It Is to 
i the everlasting credit of •^he 
. Committee on Public Service 
that it reported favorably on 
this bill . . . Senator Richard H. 
Lee, o** ''iddlesex great 

credit for hts yee • - - work on 
I the difficult hegotiatlo*^- preced- 
ing S-518 and the final pa.ssage 
' of this measure.’’ 

Last summer. Senator Lee was 
named chairman df two interim 
commissions, one on Public 
Health made a comprehensive 
study of Public Health In this 
, state. Many of its recommenda- 
tions have already been adopted. 
There la a move by persons in- 
terested In public health to have 
this commission continued. Mr. 
Lee was also cha'i man of a com- 
mission established to study 
Workmen’s Compensation Laws. 
This comniLssion examined this 
rather rompHcated act which has 
been amended 397 times since it 
was first en.ncted, and recom- 
mended that sweeping revisions 
be made. This commission set 
some sort of a legislative record 
by returning unspent to the 
state treasury more than $4300 
of the $5000. which if* was au- 
thorized to spend. 

Senatot Loa is the author of 
the bill to legalize the sale of 
yellow oleomargarine, which has 
been prohibited in the past by 
state law. This bill is now in a 
coiTferencp committee, having 
pccEod bot’i ' cs. He has work- 

ed for a r-harter referendum fqv 
Boston, to give the citizens of 
Boston a chance to vote on the 
question of changes in their 


I form of charter, Boston is the 
only city In the state where the 
voters have no opportunity to 
make a change In their city 
charter. It has one of the moat 
I antiquated charters. 

The hou.sing problem caused a 
groat deal of dLscusslon during 
the pa.st two years. One of the 
measures which has been hailed 
as a great factor In breaking the 
bottleneck of lack of supplies, is 
(!;hapt^r 631, Acts of 1947, which 
pernilts substitution of building 
material of equal quality for 
those prr.sciibed in a local code. 
Housing Action, pi/bllshed by 
the Housing Asftonhtlon of Met- 
ropolitan Bostonj’jfeported In the 
leading article of the December, 
1947, issue: "The crucial fight 
on this act was In the Senate, 
where Senator Ralph V. Clampit 
prepared the final draft of the 
bill and Senator Richard H. Lee 
spear-headed a powerful bloc 
which succeeded In pushing the 
bill along over the opposition of 
former Senate President Don- 
ald Nicholson.’’
